Gent  lemon , 

For  the  year  1962  I  have  to  report  as  follows 
GENERAL  SURVEY. 

The  short  length  of  sewer  found  to  surcharge  after 
the  admission  of  trade  effluent  from  two  factories  was 
duplicated  in  April,  1962  and  is  now  sufficients  Very 
little  trouble  has  occurred  in  the  sewerage  system  and  in 
all  only  3  blockages  occurred  during  the  year© 

River  pollution, apart  from  the  debris  children 
delight  in.  leaving  in  the  streams,  is  very  small  and  fish 
life  is  beginning  to  appear  in  the  lower  reaches  of  Wardle 
and  Ashbrook* 

Infectious  diseases  during  the  year  were:  7  cases  of 
measles,  2  cases  of  sonne  dysentery  and  9  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  occurred  at  Birch  Hill,  but  no  cases  needed  home 
disinfections 

In  April,  19b2  controlled  tipping  ceased  at  Ashbrook 
Hey  and  disposal  is  at  Rochdale  Destructor*  In  9  months

The  reconditioning  of  the  three  slaughterhouses  took
